A dispatch from London to the Chi­ 
cago Tribune states there is so much 
confidence in English sporting circles 
that Sir Thomas Lipton will lift the 
America’s cup that various sugges­ 
tions have already bt < n made to him 
as to what, he shall do with the trophy. 
Among these there is one which is em­ 
inently sensible. 
In the event of vic­ 
tory he is advised to ask the New York 
Yacht club so to vary the deed of gift 
that in future races can be sailed be­ 
tween 30 or 40 footers anti thus avoid 
the great expense attendant upon con­ 
structing aud maintaining OO footers. 
So far as the merits aud the outcome 
of the races are concerned a contest be­ 
tween 40 footers would he just as sat­ 
isfactory as one between sat footers 
and in some respects more interesting. 
Tile smaller yacht would have to Im* 
built more strongly to stand up in 
strong winds, hut this would insure a 
real yacht iustead of a skimming dish 
and would restore the races to condi­ 
tions such as obtained in the earlier 
contests, which were more interesting 
than the later ones. 
Again, tile adop­ 
tion of tile smaller measurement would 
make eomixuitiou more general. 
No 
person who is not a millionaire or who 
is not backed by a syndicate of wealthy 
men can afford to build a DO foot yacht, 
hut there are many who could build a 
30 or 40 footer, and they would repre­ 
sent as great constructive skill as a OO 
footer, and there would be just as many 
opportunities for originality in design. 
The main argument, however, for 
shorter measurements is the useless 
expense necessary to make the attempt 
to lift the cup. 
It cost Sir Thomas 
Lipton pearly $500,000 to make the first 
attempt. 
It may cost him over $500,000 
to make the second. It Is likely the total 
expenses of the two races amount to 
more than $1,000,000. 
As these two 
races could have been contested with 
equally satisfactory results by 30 or 
40 footers at less than half this ex 
pense, why should so much money be 
spent unnecessarily ?

said :

of great trusts, yet it is also the most 
prosperous era the country has ever 
enjoyed, 
lf the trusts are bad. the 
evils should have been laid bare long 
before this time. 
But such evils have 
not appeared, and are not likely to 
appear, save in the disordered brans 
of the political agitators and office- 
seekers. 
.So loug as the trust organizations 
serve any useful public purpose, let 
them aloue. So long as they are con­ 
ducted along lines of legitimate busi­ 
ness ethics, and promote industry and 
furnish employ ment to worthy wage- 
earners, they should be promoted and 
protected as any other species of cor­ 
porations. 
But when The trusts are 
clearly shown to be pernic ious aud 
injurious to the public welfare; when 
they abuse their functions, or usurp 
privileges; when they limit production 
and enhance tile normal cost of com­ 
modities to the consumers—when, in 
short, these facts, or any of them, are 
proved by sufficient evidence, then it 
will become the duty of the govern­ 
ment, state anc] national, to exert its 
authority to regulate and control the 
trusts, ami bring them under proper 
subjection to wholesome restraining 
influences. 
But until such facts are 
disclosed the people ought not to lis­ 
ten to any rampant nonsense about 
tile trusts, or to any propositions to 
destroy them. 
When the danger ap­ 
pears, then it will be time to act. But 
we can not act upon a mere suspicion 
of some danger, or through some ap­ 
pl ehension of danger. 
We must be 
wise and discreet—not suspicious, er­ 
ratic and unreasonable.

“The purpose of the American gov­ 
ernm ent is the welfare aud advance­ 
m ent of the Philippine people." was 
the proclamation of the firs t‘Philip­ 
pine commission, made April 4. ]sny. 
The sam e proclamation promised that 
“the most ample ii hefty of self-gov­ 
ernment will he granted to the Philip­ 
pine people winch is reconcilable with 
the m aintenance of a wise. just, stable, 
effective and economical adm inistra­ 
tion of public affairs, and compatible 
with the sovereign and international 
rights aud obligations of the Puited 
States.” 
Tins was the promise. 
How 
steady and unqualified lias been the 
fulfillment. 
General MacArthur, who 
was in command in tile Philippines, on 
his arrival iii Washington the other 
ti ay, reported that the guerrilla war­ 
fare in the islands cannot last. long, 
and that “there is no semblance of 
organized warfare aside from one or 
two guerilla bands." 
Continuing the 
reecrd of refit its, General MacArthui 
said: 
"Civil government lias been in inac­ 
tion! force in the 
archipelago since 
July 4 last." and it 
is now in full 
swing.

of great trusts, yet it is also the most 
prosperous era the country has ever 
enjoyed. 
If tin* trusts are had, the 
evils should have been laid bare long 
before tills time. 
But. sinh evils have 
not appeared, and are not likely to 
appear, save in the disordered brans 
of the political agitators ami oflict*- 
scekers. 
Bo long as the trust organizations 
serve any useful public purpose, let 
them alone. 
So long as they are < on- 
ducted along lines of legitimate busi­ 
ness ethics, ami promote industry and 
luruish employment to worthy wage- 
earners, they should he promoted and 
groteeted as any oilier species of cor­ 
porations. 
But when the trusts are 
clearly shown to be pernicious aud 
injurious to the public) welfare; when 
they abune their functions, or usurp 
privileges; when they limit production 
aud enhance the normal cost of com­ 
modities to the consumers 
when, in 
short, these taels, or ane oi them, are 
proved by sufficient evidence, then it 
will become the duty of the govern­ 
ment, state and national, to evert its 
authority to regulate and control the 
trusts, and filing them under proper 
subjection to 
wholesome restraining 
influences. 
But until such facts are 
disclosed the people ought not to lis­ 
ten to any rampant nonsense about 
the trusts, or to any propositions to 
destroy them. 
When the danger ap­ 
pears. then it will be time to net. But 
we cart not aet upon a mere simpleton 
of .'■oiue danger, or through some ap­ 
prehension of danger. 
We must be 
wise and discreet 
not suspicious, 
and unreasonable.

M cKinley's executive ability brought 
him into notice alm ost Immediately. 
He was made commissary sergeant and 
for two years was on t i e staff of Presi­ 
dent Hayes, who was theu iu command 
of the regiment. 
On what President Hayes had called 
the bloodiest day of the whole w ar — 
the 17th of September, 1862, in the b a t­ 
tle of A ntietam —Sergeant McKinley’s 
conduct was such that his commander 
in person recommended his promotion. 
Under the hottest tire, with men ly­ 
ing dead and dying all about him, with

Heed was 
the only eastern aspirant, and he won 
handily. It is a tradition in the house 
of representatives that the speaker 
shall appoint his most formidable op­ 
ponent chairm an of the ways and 
means committee, and this chairman 
becomes ex officio the leader of the m a­ 
jority.

was ids opportunity, and he took ad­

The outcome Is 
known to the world. 
Tw o years later, after McKinley’s 
district had been changed so as to 
make the uormal majority against him 
The Life Story of William McKinley, 
Who Rose From Log Cabin to 
the White House and Whom 
x the Nation W as Proud 
to Point to as a Typ­ 
ical American.* 


In the tragic death of W illiam Mc­ 
Kinley the nation has lost more than 
a president. It lins lost a man of whom 
it was proud to say, ‘Tie is a typical 
American.” Ju st how great is this loss 
can best be realized by a review of tile 
life of our third m artyred president. 
It la a life which can stand tile search­ 
ing rays of publicity, for the career of 
W illiam McKinley bears no blot, re­ 
veals no blemish, from its bumble be­ 
ginning to its illustrious but sorrowful 1 
ending. 
He was born Jan. 29, 1843, at Niles. ! 
Trum bull county, O. 
W heu he was nine years old. his p a r-1 
ents removed to Poland, where he j 
passed the rest of his boyhood aud \ 
school days. 
In INGO he taught school, clerked in 
th e Poland postoffice and finally, in 
June of that year, enlisted as u private 
iii Company E, Twenty-third Ohio vol­ 
unteers. 
In 18G2 he was promoted to be com -1 
m lssary sergeant and later to second I 
lieutenant on the .staff of Rutherford j 
B. Hayes. He distinguished himself in 
several engagements. 
In 18G3 he became first lieutenant. 
1 
Iii 18G4 he was promoted to captain , 
and detailed as acting adjutant general 
of the First division. First Army corps. 
In 18G5, having beeu brevetted a m a­ 
jor of volunteers and honorably dis­ 
charged, he returned to Poland and re­ 
sum ed the study of law. 
In ISG! he was admitted to the bar 
and began practice at Canton. 
In 1871 lie was (Harried to Miss Ida 
Saxton of Canton. 
In 1870 lie w as elected to congress, 
serving as a representative from Ohio 
for fourteen years. 
In 1890 lie acted as chairman of the 
w ays and means committee which 
fram ed the bill th a t afterw ard became 
know n as the McKinley tariff law. 
la 1891 he was elected governor of 
Ohio. 
In 1893 he was re-elected governor of 
Ohio. 
In 1890 he was elected president of 
th e United States. 
In 1897 he w as inaugurated presi­ 
dent. 
In 1898 he personally supervised the 
conduct of the Spanish-America* war. 
In 1899 he shaped the policy which 
resulted In the extension of our do­ 
main far beyond its former borders. 
In IiKHJ lie was re-elected president 
by a popular plurality of 852,000. 
In 1901 lie had begun bls second ad­ 
m inistration w ith the establishm ent of 


the children could be secured else­ 
where. Accordingly he moved to Po­ 
land, and tho future president was 
sent to w hat was known as the “acad­ 
emy” Iii th at town. 
He stood well among his school fel­ 
lows in all his studies, but Ills work in 
the debating society seemed to give an 
early hint of the eloquent oratorical 
powers which later enabled him to 
sway m ultitudes with even more ease 
than at that tins' he swayed the school 
fellows who gathered to hear the de­ 
bates. 
At the early ago of IG lie left the 
Poland academy for Alleghany college 
In Meadville, Pa. Here, however, a 
sudden illness forced him to give up 
his studios and to return home. On 
top of this misfortune came what prac­ 
tically amounted to the business fail­ 
ure of his father. Everything was not 
lost, but the family was so reduced in 
circum stances that it was im practi­ 
cable to send William back to college. 
He was still little more than a boy, 
but, anxious to do nil in Ids power to 
aid in the support of his family, he 
took a position as district school teach­ 
er, with the munificent salary of $25 
a month.

the desire to aid in the great cause of 
liberty, was one of the first to enlist 
Iii the army.

convention at St. Louis In 189G. 
MCKINLEY AS A SPEECHMAKER. 
Experienced 
campaigners

th at McKinley was an Ideal candidate. 
He had all the courtesy of a Kentucky 
colonel, and his gallantry was unfail­ 
ing. 
Ills memory for names and faces 
was phenomenal. Though not effusive, 
he was ever urbane. He had tact aud 
in ull the relations of life was ti living 
exemplification of the suaviter in mo­ 
do. 
His home tit Canton, O., during the 
progress of his two canvasses for the 
^residency was the Mecca of thou* 
inds of adm iring supporters. 
The 


acceptance of his policy of confidence 
and hope by saying. “A patriot makes 
a better citizen than a pessimist.** 
To indicate his confidence in the 
course that he was steering the ship 
of state, he declared, “The country is 
not going backward, but forward.” 
For younger men McKinley gave

Sergeant McKinley, with the staff that

al tout him. 
Major Hayes noticed tile young man 
with adm iring eyes.

Returning home from the war, McKin­ 
ley studied law with Judge Charles E.

This led to his 
nomination as governor of Ohio, and 
his next step was to the W hite House. 
Had McKinley been successful In his j 
candidacy for the speakership, and 
had he appointed Rein I chairm an of 
the committee on ways aud mentis, in 
all probability he never would have 
been president. 
But McKinley kept to his work. Ile 
had no false notions of luck. In one 
of his addresses to young men he salt!, 
“Luck will not last.” The president

The one great aim . 
So this brace of temporary setbacks 
that he experienced merely afforded 
him time ant! space Iu which to get a 
fresh hold un the lines of his destiny.

When Major McKinley first went to 
Canton to consult his sister OU

He w a s young and good looking; s h e 
was sweet sixteen. The acquaintance* 
ship was of short duration, for he had 
to go to Albany to study law and aho 
hail .to return to school, but the first 
thing that lie did on his return to eau* 
ton as u full fledged lawyer was to 
seek her out and woo her for Ills wife. 
They were m arried on the 25th day of 
January, 1871, and he always dec!anni 
that It was the best suit he ever won.

As a maxim maker the president 
gained fame, and searchers of history

maxim makers, this form of thought 
and expression having flourished m ost' 
during periods of popular government. 
One of the first maxims put forth by 
McKinley in his first campaign against 
Bryan was, “It is better to open the 
mills than to open the mints.” 
The president once sought to win 


followed hi* political career loosely, 
aud often he was indebted to her for 
valuable advice. 
Inning the conven­ 
tion which renominated McKinley for 
the presidency, when the private wire 
was ticking the news, there was no one 
ho deeply interested in the result a*

In 1805, having beeu brevetted a m a­ 
jor of volunteers mid honorably d is­ 
charged, lie returned to Poland and re­ 
sum ed the study of law*. 
In 18G7 he w as adm itted to the bar 
and began practice at Canton. 
In 1871 he w as married to M iss Ida 
Saxton of Canton. 
In 187G he w a s elected to congress, 
se w in g as a representative from Ohio 
for fourteen years. 
In I SIM.) he acted as chairm an o f the 
w a y s 
and 
m eans 
com m ittee 
w hich 
fram ed th e bill that afterw ard becam e 
fcuown as the M cK inley tariff law . 
Iii 1891 he w as elected governor of 
Ohio. 
In 1893 he w as re-elected governor of 
Ohio. 
In 189G he w as elected president of 
th e U nited States. 
In 1897 he w as Inaugurated presi­ 
dent. 
Iii 1898 lie personally supervised the 
conduct of the Spanish-America^ war. 
Iii 1899 he shaped th e policy w hich 
resulted In the extension of our do­ 
m ain far beyond its form er borders. 
In 1900 lie w as re-elected president 
by a popular plurality of 852,000. 
Iii 1901 he had begun his second ad­ 
m inistration w ith the establishm ent ol 


Ile w as still little more than a boy, 
but, anxious to do ell in Ids pow er to 
aid in the support of ids faintly, lie 
took a position as district school teach ­ 
er, w ith the m unificent salary of $25 
a month.

Ho was 
a model husband, a devoted son and 
brother and In all Hie walks of life so 
carried himself as to leave the Impress 
of a noble character. 
Ile was strong 
mentally and physically. 
He had no 
physical weakness, 
lie walked with 
a decided and energetic step. 
While 
Ids fn<*e had a certain pallor under ex­ 
citement, it habitually wore the tine 
glow of a man Af rugged health. 
He 
was frequently seen upon the streets 
of Washington and was not hedged 
about by the usual pride and circum­ 
stance of riders. 
He was the most 
reasonable, the must accommodating 
of men. No citizen was too lowly, no 
cause too poor to enlist his sympathy, 
but witli all tills lie was a b u sin e ss 
miln. He knew the value of time. He 
would have been unable to accomplish 
the work for which he was chosen lf 
be had failed to husband lits resources, 
and so it was that lie got out of every 
man associated wit Ii him the hest ami 
most that was in him. He dbl nothing 
himself that others should do for him. 
Bis cabinet officers were apisdnted for 
a purpose to administer the affairs of 
their great departments. 
He required 
of them ti strict account of steward­ 
ship; lie did not interfere with them 
In the discharge of their onerous du­ 
ties; he called them into consultation; 
he required a showing of their books; 
he drew upon them for a strengthening 
of administrative policies; he relied up­ 
on them for material and support; his 
office was a model in the dispatch of 
ptihlic business. A keen Judge of men, 
he surrounded h im s e lf with efficient 
helpers. From ait ordinary government 
establishment, with very Indifferent 
methods, the executive mansion be­ 
came one of the most practical and 
helpful Cf public offices. A position In 
Hie office of tile president of tile United 
States is today a post of signal honor, 
highly prized among the thousands of 
•tieU places Iii the federal service. 
Only the sterling qualities of ids 
character helped him iii tile dark hours 
of personal suffering which came to 
him during the last few mouths of Ids 
life. 
All public men trniu themselves 
In tile hard school of self control, hut 
iioue was more sueeessful than Wil­ 
liam McKinley. 
The nation still re­ 
members tile calm, patient man who 
watched for many horn's at the bed­ 
side of his wife aud whose unbending 
will smothered every outward trace of 
the emotion which tore at ids heart­ 
strings.

newspapers, offering to rid premises 
that were afflicted by the nuisance for 
a nominal fee. Thus they doubled their 
earnings and made a profitable thing 
of It. 
The war is still goiug on. bm 
the bounty has been reduced to 5 ore 
per rat, which is about a cent and a 
half in our money. Even at that price 
the rat catchers can make a good liv­ 
ing.—Chicago Record-Uerald.

the New York Post's Philippine cor­ 
respondent tinder the date of July 12. 
Civil administrators will succeed the 
military in the ayuntamiento (city 
hall), Governor Taft using Hie room 
hitherto occupied as an office by tile 
military governor general. It is hoped 
thus to emphasize to the .atives tile 
change from military to civil adminis­ 
tration. Another recorded move of tile 
civil administration is a contract witli 
a guarantee company of Philadelphia 
to give bonds for the provincial treas­ 
urers and their assistants. These offi­ 
cers may give other surety, however, 
but when they accept the Philadelphia 
surety they must pay to til** insular 
government 
as 
consideration 
oue- 
fourth of I per cent of the amount of 
the boud, Hie government paying for 
tile bond from I to 2 per cent, accord­ 
ing to its amount. 
One difficulty met by Hie civil admin­ 
istration In developing tile islands is 
the failure to persuade the natives to 
work on roadbuilding, although liberal 
remuneration, good board and free 
transportation are offered them. This 
aversion to settled employiheiit is gen­ 
eral throughout tile islands. Just now 
three 
provinces—Zombales, 
Bcnguet 
aud Kau Fernando de Union—arc es- 
peclaily suffering from a dearth of oa­ 
th e labor. In Zombales the natives 
are engaged in planting rice or cutting 
wood, aud they refuse any government 
labor, no matter what inducements are 
offered. As a last resort a nil rn lier of 
the colored men of the regiment sta­ 
tioned there have been employed, extra 
pay being given as an incentive. 
Lieutenant Charles ll. Burritt, chief 
of the mining bureau, has hopes that 
the Philippines may iii time supply the 
navy with a better grade of coal than 
that now obtained in Japan. “There is 
no reason,” in* says, "wily tile coal 
mines of the Philippines cannot lie put 
into condition in six months' time to 
supply all of the coal required for Hie 
transport service of the United States. 
The mines here have never been prop­ 
erly developed or superintended for va­ 
rious reasons—lack of capital, lack of 
experienced labor and rnofe particular­ 
ly and especially lack of transportation 
facilities. 
“There are mines in the islands of 
Batan, 
Mindoro, Ka ma rara, 
Negros, 
Masbate and Cebu that are all appar­ 
ently valid concessions from the Span­ 
ish government, itll of which are more 
or less developed and which are capa­ 
ble of producing in a very short period 
a quality of coal vastly superior to tile 
Japanese coal, aud in addition to these 
there are extensive deposits of coal iu 
various parts of the island of Minda­ 
nao which have hitherto been practi­ 
cally unexplored and undeveloped. 
“The coals of the Philippines are lig­ 
nite, hut resemble very nearly the char­ 
acteristics of tile better class of coals 
of tin* interior of China. Tile coal meas­ 
ures of tile island of Batan produce a 
superior quality of coke, and tile value 
of these coals as a stoa in ma king fuel 
for steam vessels lins been established 
since the year 1842." 
x

The change from military to quasi 
civil government at Manila has been 
followed by a centralization of all the 
civil departments, bureaus and office* 
aud by a concentration of the formerly 
scattered military departm ents, writes 
the New York Post's Philippine cor­ 
respondent under tile date of July 12. 
Civil adm inistrators will succeed the 
military 
in 
the ayuntam iento 
(city 
hall), Governor T a ft using the room 
hitherto occupied as an office by the 
military governor general. It is hoped 
thus to em phasize to the 
.ntlve* the 
change from m ilitary to civil adm inis­ 
tration. Another recorded move of the 
civil adm inistration is a contract with 
a guarantee company of Philadelphia 
to give bonds for the provincial tre a s­ 
urer* and their assistants. These offi­ 
cers may give other surety, however, 
hut when they accept the Philadelphia 
surety they must pay to the insular 
government 
as 
consideration 
one- 
fourth of I per cent of tile am ount of 
the bond, the government paying for 
the liond from I to 2 lier cent, accord­ 
ing to its amount. 
Due difficulty met by the civil adm in­ 
istration iii developing the islands is 
the failure to persuade the natives to 
work on road bu I Id lug, although liberal 
remuneration, good 
lion rd 
aud 
free 
transportation are offered them. This 
aversion to settled employihent is gen­ 
eral throughout the islands. Ju st now 
th rn; 
provinces -Zouibales, 
Benguet 
aud San Fernando de Union—are es- 
lieohdly suffering from a dearth of na­ 
tive labor. 
In Zomhales the native* 
are engaged in planting rice or cutting 
wood, aud they refuse any government 
labor, no m atter w h at inducements are 
offered. As a hist resort a null)lier of 
the colored men of the regiment sta ­ 
tioned there have been employed, extra 
pay being given as an Incentive. 
Lieutenant Charles II. Burritt, chief 
of the mining bureau, has hopes that 
the Philippines may in time supply the 
navy with a better grade of coal than 
that now obtained iii Japan. ‘T h ere is 
no reason,” he says, "why the coal 
mines of the Philippines cannot he put 
into condition in six months’ time to 
supply all of the coal ret] ii I red for the 
transport service of the United States. 
The mines here have never been prop­ 
erly developed or superintended for va­ 
rious reasons—lack of capital, lack of 
experienced labor and more particular­ 
ly and especially lack of transportation 
facilities. 
“There are mines in the islands of 
Bntan, 
Mindoro, 
Sam arara, 
Negros, 
M ashate and (Vim that are all appar­ 
ently valid concessions from the Span­ 
ish government, all of which are more 
or less developed and which are calla­ 
ble of producing in a very short period 
a quality of coal vastly superior to the 
Japanese coal, aud iii addition to these 
there are extensive deposits of coal in 
various parts of the island of Minda­ 
nao which have hitherto been practi­ 
cally unexplored and undeveloped. 
"The coals of the Philippines are lig 
nite, hut resemble very nearly tho char 
actcrlstics of the better class of coals 
of tin* interior of China. The coal m eas­ 
ures of the island of Botan produce a 
superior quality of coke, and the value 
of these coals as a steam moking fuel 
for steam vessels has been established 
since the year 1842.” 
At last the removal of the saloons 
from the Eseolta has been accomplish­ 
ed, and that narrow thoroughfare will 
no longer he incumbered with drunken 
soldiers.

Theodore Roosevelt, the new presi­ 
dent of the United States, is one of 
the mo^t remarkable men in this coun­ 
try. His career, which from the outset 
has been a most •‘strenuous*’ one, may 
be divided into nine phases or stages, 
leading up to the tenth as president, 
upon the duties of which he is just en­ 
tering. 
In nine different roles he has given 
evidence of the attributes that make 
him today perhaps the most talked of 
man of forty-three in the world. 
Of aristocratic birth, a member of a 
family distinguished for valor, patri­ 
otism aud culture for many genera­ 
tions, young Roosevelt first sued for 
public favor when he appeared as can­ 
didate for assemblyman in his native 
city, New York.

W heat did not respond to a lower 
governm ent estim ate as the unofficial 
authorities still an ticip ate the great­ 
est yield ever harvested in this coun­ 
t y . Though exports from the United 
S tates have fallen below the unparal­ 
leled movemnt in August, the week’s 
shipm ents aggregated 4.979,959 bush­ 
els. flour included, against 
3.676,28$ 
last yea:- and 3,510,848 in JS99. These 
figures uo not include fcsnauian wheat 
which continues to go out freely. 
Predictions that the yield of corn 
will be the smallest since 1894 did 
not prevent the m arketing of 3,178,788

exports from the Atlantic seaboard 
only 581,314 bushels against 2,474,629 
last year and 3.031,643 iu 1x99.

TH E MODEL REFRIGERATOR 


F X M th e Icem an Sara A baat W a rs 
o f th e Good H o u sek eep er. 
In the good housekeeper’s refrigerator 
you’ll find the milk and cream and but­ 
ter covered tight so they won’t take in 
flavors or odors. You won’t find tilings 
dumped around tile ice. You won’t find 
bits of mackerel, cabbage, onions or 
such stuff that smell up a house, to 
say nothing of a refrigerator. 
Such 
things will be stowed away in a clean 
tupbonrd down cellar, with doors of 
wire netting. 
Yon1 won’t get a mouthful of sewer gas 
either when you open the lid. In some 
houses—finely arranged houses, too—, 
they have one of the latest Improve­ 
ments—letting the refrigerator drain 
Into the sewer pipe. It may be conven­ 
ient enough, but food flavored with 
sewer gas is not wholesome. 
Iii a model bouse the refrigerator 
stands In a aumil, light room by the 
back door. 
It is near enough to the 
kitchen to be bandy. There is a green 
curtain on the balk door window, to 
pull dowu when allot sun glares in on 
th© refrigerator. 
There Is a heavy 
screen door that locks, and In hot 
went lier there’s a flue, cool air coming 
In ail night. The house is safe enough, I 
for nu luslde door locks, and it is kept 
shut when the kitchen grows uncom­ 
fortably hot. 
It is a mistake to set a refrigerator 
down cellar. 
It Is easier for the ice­ 
man and harder lur the wotuau who 
does tile work. 
Tho dampness swells 
the wood till the door or lid won’t shut. 
There are cellar odors, uo matter how 
clean it is kept. 
In tiiis model house a short bit of 
bose Is kept hltcktNi to the faucet for 
watering the lawn. The Ice is washed 
off there, and tile water bas dripped 
from it fairly well before It gets to the 
back door. There’s a clean, strong mat 
ut the foot of the steps. 
An iceman gets scolded unmercifully 
for briugiug dirt into a bouse. He cau’t 
help it lu places where he bas to wait 
five minutes for a dipper of water to 
wash off the ice or go and get It him­ 
self, and he can’t wipe his feet on a 
piazza floor. 
He bas a hundred people waiting for 
him on a hot morning, and it makes 
him tired to open a lid aud find he has 
got to lift out half a dozen muskmel­ 
ons. a pan of milk, a chicken and a 
custard, all sitting around a chunk of 
ice no bigger than your fist. 
As Boou as tbs ice is put In It is tuck­ 
ed about with a little blanket made of 
old flannel. 
, 
This model refrigerator Is kept spot­ 
lessly dean. Once a week the shelves 
and -racks are washed In hot suds. 
rinsed.In strong bot soda water, then 
lo almost botling water. 
They are 
wiped dry and set out doors to air. 
lf anything bas been spilled. It Is 
scraped off, and then a fine pointed 
skewer picks out the corners and 
ledges. The waste pipe is cleaned with 
a flexible wire that baa a doth wound 
about the end ofslt, and boiling hot 
soda water la poured through. 
Thus the iceman talks, as reported lo 
Good Housekeeping.

cry is nothing more than a means to 
and end. and (hat end ”ti)£ substitution 
m its pigee of, the traditional Demo­ 
cratic policy of a tariff for revenue.” 
f In proof, we have the evidence of 
their own acts—not merely the two 
bills introduced in congress In 1&84 
jj$r 
their 
“peerless deader,” W. J. 
Bryan, providing for*-’Pinehill^trust- 
made articles ob the Tree list, with its 
lo per cent, discrimination in favor of 
the sugar trust, but also and more 
conspicuously their action In congress 
last year. 
In May, IGOU, ibis very matter of 
trusts was before the house commit­ 
tee on 'judiciary for action. 
Its Re­ 
publican members reported an amend­ 
ment to the United States constitution 
that would give congress full control 
over the question, which it now lacks, 
according to the United States su­ 
premo court. In doing this the Repub­ 
licans covered in every point Mr. Bry­ 
an’s declaration trfat “I agt in favor 
of an amendment to the constitution 
that will give to congress the power 
to destroy every trust in the country.”

Does this look as if they 
really meant to do anything, or like 
a tremendous dodge? lf they were in 
dead earnest, why did they not join 
with the Republicans in removing the 
restrictions in the constitution? Those 
restrictions were put there 
by the
